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SHOW WEEK AT OLYMPIA.

(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

All roads led to Olympia on Saturday, and so 
great was the throng in tlie build- 
ing during the afternoon that the en- 
trance doors had to be closed, since 
movement in the hall had become difh- 
cult, ‘The crowd was an amazing one, for, while 
there were plenty of would-be purchasers, there 
were also thousands of people, including many 
family parties, who had ‘simply attended the 
show in order to see all that there was to be 
seen. The broad gangways of the hail were 
filled with masses of people, who moved along 
at the slowest possible pace, and it was almost 
impossible to approach any of the great novelties 
of the show, except after a long wait. Some idea 
of the extent of the show may be gathered 
from the number of stands set out in the 
official catalogue—3S8. 

Indications are not lacking that great busi- 
ness is being done in every class of car, though 
be it noted that the question of delivery to the 
purchaser is one that enters into nearly every 
bargain. Labour troubles form the most serious 
obstacle to prompt delivery, for, apart from 
ordinary delay, the effects of the coal strike 
and the iron mounlders’ strike have yet to be 


| really experienced in the motor industry. 


In the centre of the hall are staged the four 
high-priced British cars, the Napier, the Rolls 
Royce, the Lanchester, and the Daimler, and 
these are the centre of attraction. There is 
little material change in the Rolls Royce or 
the Daimler, except for many in. 
teresting detail improvements. The Napier, 
however, has been completely and newly 
re-designed, and greatly lightened with regard 
to engine and chassis. The Lanchester car ap- 
pears for the first time at Olympia with 
the engine in front and a bonnet. This model

AUSTIN. 

The Austin Motor Company are making 4 
standardised chassis, on which are mounted 
touring, coupé, or landaulet bodies.

DEBATE ON AMALGAMATION. 

The opening mee of the thirt; th session 
of the Bolicitors : pe i Doletin Society 
was held on Friday night in the 
Solicitors’ Buildings, Four Courts, Dublin, Mr, 
Robert ©. Warren (President of the Incor- 
porated Law Society) in the chair,

Mr. J, B. Stack (Auditor) delivered his im- 
augural address on “ The Amalgamation of the 
Legal Profeasions.”” Ho said that thie was the 
first occasion on which this important question 
had formed the subject of the inaugural’ ad- 
dress of the Society. The legal profession in 
England and Ireland was divided into two 
branches, and no one could be a barrister and 
solicitor at the same time—notwithstanding 
that the business of both barrister and solicitor 
was substantially the same. Reconstruction was | 
a shibolleth in everyone’s mouth nowadays. In 
legal matters it meant at any rate drastic re- 
form. In Ireland they had an antiquated and 
unsuitable system of judicature, utterly out cf 
touch with the people for whom it was ostensibly 
provided. As to the question of vested interests, 
he said that the amalgamation of the two profes- 
sions would not involve any serious disturbance 
for any existing practitioner who did not him- 
self desire to be disturbed. 

Mr. B. F. McHugh, moving a vote of thanks 
to the auditor, said that this question was be- 
coming a burning one in England and Ireland. 

Mr, Dudley White, K.C., seconding, said that 
the real difference. between solicitor and 
barrister was not a question of better or worse, 
but an absolute difference in Mind. The two 
kinds of work ef solicitors and barristers were 
absolutely distinct. 

Professor A. E. Clery, proposing that the De- 
bating Society was worthy of support, said that 
the people who would suffer most if the new 
system were adopted would be the young 
solicitors themselves, who would be up against 
all the developments of capitalism. 

Mr. C. Gamble, in eeconding, referred to the 
good relations which always existed between the 
two professions. 

The Chairman (Mr. R. G. Warren) eaid that 
this matter had been considered by the Conncil 
of the Incorporated Law Society on more than 
one oceasion, but they had never been able. to 
find out what the general feeling of the pro 
fession was on the subject, or whether in the 
profession, as a whole, there was any desire for 
amalgamation.

Mr. William H. Wells, Chief Live Stock Com- 
missioner, writing from the Ministry of Food, 
London, to Mr. William Field, regarding the im- 
port of Irish fat stock into Great Britain, 
states :—' In order to facilitate the marketing 
of fat stock, live stock commissioners through- 
out Great Britain are prepared to meet butchers’ 
permite te the extent of 100 per cent. in live 
stock or home killed meat. The farmer is not, 
as you feared, being penalised by the issue of 
imported meat. A very small quantity of this 
meat is being issued owing to the demand in 
some places for the cheaper form of meat. I 
would point out that a few weeks back there 
were disturbances in one part of the country 
owing to imported meat not being obtainable, 
althongh home-killed meat was available. As 
I informed you, the present restrictions will be 
released at the very earliest opportunity, but 
so long as it is necessary to im restrictions 
on the British farmer you will, I am sure, quite 
appreciate that the same restrictions must be 
imposed on the Irish exporter.”’

America’s Coal Strike. 


There are signs that the collapse of the 
general strike of coal miners in the United 
States is at hand. On the 
Supreme Court of Indianapolis heard the 
Government's application to make per- 
manent the temporary and ez-parte in- 
junction which forbade the Labour leaders 
to take any part in the dispute. Counsel 
for the miner workers resisted the motion 
strenuously. The Court, however, decided 
against him. The Act in question gives |. 
the Government power “ during war condi- 
tions” to suppress any strike that might 
restrict, or destroy, the supply of food and 
fuel. Technically the United States are 
still at war, for the Senate has not yet 
ratified the Peace Treaty. The trade union 
leaders were given until Tuesday evening 
to cancel the strike order.

SENATE AND THE QUESTION OF 
WITHDRAWALS. 


A Reuter’s telegram from Washington on 
Saturday says:—A motion by Senator Gore to 
amend the Foreign Reletions Committee's first 
reservation covering withdrawals from the 
League of Nations, failed, omly obtaining 18 
votes against 68. Senator Gore sought to modify 
the provision empowering Oongress to give 
notice of withdrawal by a concurrent resolution. 

The Senate then rejected by 45 votes to 30 
a motion by Senator Nelson to permit notice 
of withdrawal by & joint motion of a concurrent 
resolution, the signature of the President being 
required for a joint resolution. 

Later two Republicans of the “mild reserve 
tion” group, after a stubborn fight to alter the 


reservation, voted with the majority. The pairs . 


announced showed that the entire Senate di- 
vided, 55 to 41, all the Republicans and six 
Democrats favouring the reservation. The re- 
servation adopted interprets Article I. of the 
Treaty as meaning that America is sole judge 
whether its international obligations under the

(Cheers) We are all agreed | 
that the gates of the Black Sea must he 
free to all nations—(cheers)—and that their 
ghardianship can no longcr be enfrusted to the 
Power that betrayed its trust, and closed those 
gates in the face of the Allies at the behest of 
the Prussian military power. (Cheer’.) 


THE PROBLEM OF RUSSIA, 
I come to a third topic; and here I cannct | 
the same hope and confidence—I 
mean Russia. I would feel much happier if 
I knew ‘that the Russian tangle were in course 
of being cleared up. You cannot have peace until 
you have peace in Russia, and the outlook is 
not pleasant. Although 1 am generally charged 
with being an optimist—and I plead guiltye—| 
have always declined to give false estimates of 
a situation in order to beguile the nation into a 
false hope. And I say, quite frankly, I, do not 
like the outlook in Russia. A few weeks ago 
there was a prospect of an early issue. It was 
distinctly promising. To-day the indications 
point to a more prolonged and sanguinary 
struggle. The daring raid on Petrograd has not 
come off. For the moment, Géneral Denikin's 
brilliant adwanee towards Moseow has been tem- 
porarily checked, and the latest news from 
Omsk is certainly not reassuring. I have seen | 
the Russian sky look just as dark before 
Russia ie the land of surprises. . Í have seen 
our friencs advancing in Samura, on to 
rod I have seen them driven back, 1 have 
seen them go forward again. I have seen Omsk 
menaced ones before. 1 have seen General Deni- 
kin driven right to the shores of the Black Sea 
and I have seen him now advancing hundreds of | 
miles inland, sweeping all before him? and, 
therefore, you: must not imagine that I am 
reading from the present situation any sort of 
prediction that the Bolshevik Armies are going 
to conquer the whole of Russia. I do not 
lieve it. (Cheers.) The free peasantry of the 
South have in their hearts a detestation of Bol. | 
shevisem, and I do not beheve that the Bol- 
sheviks will ever conquer that aversion. That 
is not what I mean. 


INTERMINABLE CAMPAIGNS, ' 


I mean is thas——that I dread an 
minable series. of swaving campaigns, laying 
waste some of the most fertile lands in the 
world, devastating a country which is essential 
to the prosperity of the world. That is what I 
fear. You must have read, and some of us had 
the privilege of listening to the very fine and 
étatesme. like address of Colonel Ward in the 
House of Commons. (Choérs.) It impressed us, 
not merely by its eloquence, but by its great | 
wisdom, and by its restraint, especially when 
one recollects what he saw with his own eyes. 
There was nothing which struck me more than | 
his account of the desolation caused by this | 
civil war in Russia. The cruelties, the repri- | 
sals, and the counter-reprigals which are un: | 
separable from such wars. That is what I am | 
afraid of, and 1 am afraid of its contimuing. 
The world cannot afford it, It is not merely 
that there will be no peace until peace is estab- 
lished in Russia. It means that you have got 
war in half Europe, and very nearly half Asia 
as well. 1 dared to predict—it is not a pleasant 
prediction, it is not a popular prediction, but 
my business is to give honest advise to the 
nation—and I dared to predict early this year 
that Bolshevism, with its dangerous doctrines, 
could not be suppressed by the sword, Other 
methods must. finally be resorted to for restor- 
ing peace and good government in that dis- 
tressed land. I wish the prediction I made then 
had been falsified. Civilisation cannot afford a 
distracted and desolate Russia. The Supreme 
Council of the Allies early this year made an 
effort to organise peace arhong the warring sec- 
tions, and afford the Russian people an oppor- 
tunity of deciding for themselves by peaceable 
means in what way they desired to be governed.

MATHEMATICS AND- POLITICS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—To ‘repeat a remark of one’s own infi- 
cates some degree of self-complacency. Sir 
Horace Plunkett, in the course of his speech 
delivered Íást week at the National Liberal 
Club, seems to have shown this sbif-complacency. 
He’ is reported to have told his audience that, 
after the Convention, he objected to half a 
Parliament for three-quarters of Irelend-— 
w “the gift,’ I said, ‘of half a Parliament for 
three-quarters of my country.” He wants, in- 
stead, a whole Parliament for three-quarters of 
his country. If the formula 4 = j is wrong, is 
the formula 1 = §, mathematically or politi- 
cally, right? Indeed, to one, like myself, who 
has enjoyed no ascendancy. and feels no oppres- 
sion under the Legislative Union, Sir Horace 
Plunkett's demand is for something even more 
disproportionate. According to the last Census 
the population of England, Wales, Scotland, and 
Ireland is about forty-six millions. He is, there- 
fore, claiming a whole Parliament for two 
twenty-thirds of my country. 

Mathematics is ah exact science; but some 
things there are which even mathematics cannot 
do—for example, the squaring of the cirele. 
Mathematicians, therefore—very. sensibly— 
seldom or never become angry over such fancy 
problems. Politics, on the other hand, accord- 
ing to Aristotle and Edmund Burke, is not an 
exact science. In the invention of schemes of 
government anything like the consistency, ade- 
quacy, and precision of geémetry end arithmetic 
is beyond the wit of man. Why, then, instead 
of mé@king reckless haste to solve difficult or in- 
soluble political problems, do not the votaries 
of politics imitate the good temper of the 
mathematicians?’ | Constitution-mongers should 
at least refrain from language thet may prompt 
or éncourage wickedness to find a tragic equa- 
tion, Even if a fondly-imagined polity could: be 
realised, of what avail to chase its realisation 
by means so unfavourable to happiness, virtue, 
and charity? 

The nrathematical question proposed in the 
Gospels runs :—t What shall it profit a man if 


soul?’’ And what ehall it profit a country 

either? Given that such everlasting damnation— 

of a country and its cause—were not inevitable, 
given that to execute a theoretically superior 
plan of government were as innocent and easy 
as child's play, nevertheless the" total result—

THE COST OF FOOD PRODUCTION.

Sirx,—The letter which you publish’ to-day on 
the cost of food production ia at once very in- 
teresting and very tantalising. Nothing is 
more important than an exact knowledge of 
what food actually costs to the producer. The 
figures given in the letter would seem to prove 
that farmere and Food Controller alike have 
been extravagant in their statements and esti- 
mates. But then we want to know how the 
writer géte hie figures. Are they merely what 
he thinks he has to pay, or are they based on 
a careful eysiem of accounts, such as a char- 
tered accountant would approve? Does he 
farm in some peculiarly favoured locality or 
under specially ‘favourable conditions as to 
supplies and labour?
